sand miles of coast. They uoiild not only 
not get any lish themselves, but they eou'.d 
not sell their bait lo l-'reiiuii and American 
lishermer. who were waiting to buy. Then 
came the ten-lble drought, two months 
without rain, during whx-h the few crops 
that are grown In patches along tho xboro 
were shriveled up. The shore llsheries con- 
tinued poor, and, hoping agaln.it hope, the 
people turned longing eyes to Labrador. 
Last year the catch averaged less than 200 
quintals, and there was starvation all along 
the coast. The whole hope, of the people 
conueqiiently depended upon this year's 
catch. The outlook for tin: coming winter 
IB worse than it was for last year, while from 
present appearances nothing but transpor- 
tation to the United Statrs or Canada or , 
subsistence at the entire support of the Gov- ! 
eminent will save the whole resilient popn- j 
latlon of Labrador from slowly starving to ! 
death.

Then 
they took him and slew him at the pusRajfe 
Of Jordan." A very small difference, you 
say, between Glleacl and Kphriam, und yet 
how much intolerance about that small dif- 
ference. The Lord's tribes in our time—by 
which I iiii'im the dillV-reiit denominations 
of rhrl.-,tluns—sometimes magnify a very 
small difference, und the only difference be- 
tween scores of denominations to-day is 
the di'.rcrcuee. between shibboleth and aib- 
boleth.

Time would fall 
me to tell of the Calvinlfcts, and the Armln- 
ians, and the Sabbatarians, and tbe Baxtcr- 
ans, and the Dinikcrs, and the Shakers, and

Jiaptiscs, and tl\e Episcopalians, and tbo 
Lutherans, and the Con?rcj;-ationullsts, and 
the Presbyterians, and che Spiritualists, and 
ascoreof'otihcr denomhiatlons of religion- 
ists,some of them founded by very good men, 
some of them founded by very cp;otistlc 
iiK-n, and soul-: of them founded by very 
oad men.

There is something in a man's conscience

•lilch the martyr will mount to g'lory. 
In that time of which I tpeak, between 


the fourth and sixteenth centuries, people 
v.-eiit from thu house of God into the most 
appalling Iniiinity, aud right alontf by con- 
secrated altars there were tides of drunken- 
ness and licentiousness such as tbe. world 
never heard of, and the very sewers ot per- 
dition broke loose aud flooded the church. 
After awhile the printing press won freed, 
and it bioke the shackles of the human 
mind. Then there came a large number ot 
bail books, but where there was one man 
hostile to the Christian religion there were 
twenty men ready to advocate it; so I have 
not any nervousness in regard to this battle 
going on between truth and error,

I. In tracing ov.t the religion of sectarian- 


ism, or bigotry, I lincl that a great deal of it 
comes from wrong education in tho home 
circle. There a™ parents who do not think 
it wrong to caricature and jeer the peculiar 
f onus of religion in the world and denounce 
other sects and other denominations. It Is 
very often the case- that that kind of educa- 
tion acts ]'nst opposite to what was expected, 


und the children grow up and, after awhile, 
goaudaeo for themselves; and looking in 
thoso churches, and tlndlng that the people 
arc good there, und they love God and keep 
His commandments, by natornl reaction 
they go and join thoso very'churches. I 
co-jld mention tho names of prominent 
members ot the Gospel who spent theli 
whole, lives bombarding other denomina- 
tions, and who lived to see their children 
preach the Gospel in those very denomina- 
tions. But it l« often thu case that bigotry 
starts in a household and that the subject ol 
it never recovers. There are tens of thou- 
sands of bigots ten years old. 


i. think deet;u'iamsni and bigotry also rise 


from too greiit prominence of any nm: de- 
nomination !:i a community. All the othci 
denominations are wrong, and his denom- 
ination Is right because his denomination I.- 
thc niOBt wealthy, or the most popular, 01 
the most Inlluentlal, and It Is "our" church, 
and "our" religious organization, and "our" 
choir, and "our" minister, and the man 
tosses his head and wants other denomina- 
tions to know their places. It is a great deal 
better In any community when the great de- 
nominations of Christians ore about equal 
in power, marching sMu by side for thy 
world's coKiuest. 
Slcre outside prosperity, 


ir.ero worldly power, is no evidence that the 
ohurch Is acceptable to God. lletter a barn 
with Christ In the manger than a cathedral 
with miigiilllcent harmonies roiling through 
the long-drawn aisles and an angel from 
Heaven in tbe pulpit, if there be no Chrisb 
In the chancel and no Christ hi the robes. 
Bigotry Is often the child of ignorance. 


You seldom Und a man with large Intellect 


who is a bigot. It is the man who thinks he 
knows a great deal, but doe.1 not. That man 
Is almost always a bigot. 
Tlie whole 


tendency of education und civilization Is to 
bring a" man out of that kind of state of 
mind and heart. There was In tho far east 
a great obellrik, and one side of the obelisk 
was white, another side of the obelisk wad 
green, another side of the obelisk was blue, 
and travelers went am! looked ut that obe- 
lisk, but they did not walk around it.

There l.i no 
man more to'be pitied than he who has in 
bis bead just one 'idea—uo more, no less. 
More light, ICSB sectarianism. There Is noth- 
Ing.tbat will so soon kill bigotry as Minshluc 
—God's sunshine, 


IL Sol have set before you what I con- 


sider to be the causes of bigotry. I have set 
before you the origin of this great evil. 
Wlmt aril some of the baleful effect.-.':1 First 
oi all it cripples investigation. You are 
wrong, and I am right, and that ends It. No 
taste for exploration, no spirit of Investiga- 
tion. 
From the glorious realm of God's 


truth, over which an archangel might rly 
from eternity to eternity anil not reach the 
limit, tho man slmts himself out and dies, a 
blind mole under u corn shock. It stops :dl 
investigation. 


While each denomination of Christians Is 


to present all the truths of the Bible, it 
seems to me that God bus given to each de- 
nomination an especial mission to give par- 
ticular emphasis to some one doctrine; and 
so the Calvlnlstlc churches must present the 
sovereignty of God, and 
tho Armenian 


churches must present man's free agency, 
and the Episcopal churches must present 
the importance of order and the solemn 
ceremony, and the Baptist churches must 
present the necessity of ordinances, and the 
Congregational church must present the re- 
sponsibility of tho Individual member, nnd 
the Methodist church must show what en- 
thusiasm, hearty congregational Hinging can 
accomplish. 
While each denomination of 


Christians must set forth all the doctrluen 
of the Bible, I feel It especially incumbent 
upon each denomination to put particular 
emphasis upon some one doctrine. 


Francis 1 so hated the Lutherans that he 


said If he thought there was one drop of 
Lutheran blood In his veins he would punct- 
ure them and let that drop out. Just us 
long as there is so much hostility between 
denomination and 
denomination, or be- 


tween one professed Christian and another, 
or between one church and another, just so 
long men will be disgusted with the Chris- 
tian religion and say: "I; that Is religion, I 
want none of It." 


Again, bigotry and sectarianism do groat 


damage In the fact that they binder tho tri- 
umph of the Gospel. Oh, how rnucb wasted 
ammunition, how many men of splendid in- 
tellect have given their whole life to contro- 
versial disputes, when, If they had given 
their life to something practical, they might 
have been vastly useful, Suppose this morn- 
Ing, while I speuk, there were a common 
enemy coining up the bay through the Nar- 
rows, and all the forts around New York be- 
gan to fire Into each other—you would cry 
out: "National snlcli'le! why don't those 
forts blaze away In one direction, and that 
ar'utnst the common enemy?" 
And yet I 


sometimes see In the church of the Lord 
Jesus Christ a strange thing going on; church 
against church, minister against minister, 
denomination against denomination, fir- 
Ing away into their own fort, or tho fort 
whicb ought to be on the same side, instead 
of concentrating their enjrgy aud giving 
ono mighty and everlasting volley against 
the navies' of darkness riding up through 
thedav! 


I go out sometimes In the summer, und I

Intoler- 
ance never put any thing down.

much has intolerance accomplished, 1'or in- 
stance, against the Methodist churchy Tor 
Jong years her ministry were forbidden tho 
puhjlts of Great Britain. Why was It that 
so many of them preached In the lleids? 
Simply because they could not get in tho 
ehm'ches. 
AJIU the name of the church 


was given in derision and as a sarcasm. 
The criticb of the'-hurch wild: "They huvu 
no order, they have no method in their 
worship;" anil the critics, therefore, in 
irony, culled them "Methodists."
